| Terrific Firing Signals Return Of Nazis To! 
Attack After Scattered Raids 
During Day 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—(CP)—Anti-aircraft guns opened | 
up a deafening barrage in the London area when darkness | 
fell on the capital tonight after earlier sporadic firing. 


The barrage signalled the return of Nazi raiders to the

Alarms sounded twice in London 
during the morning. Two bombs fell 
on the capital just before the sirens 
shrieked the first time. The throb 
of the invaders’ motors was heard 
during the second alert. 

In the first raid, the Germans 
again sent over fast. single-engined 
planes to run the anti-aircraft fire 
in ones and twos.
